KENTUCKY CROP REPORT. 



Condition of Crops and Live Stock 
March ist, 1809- 



Reports went received this month 
from 153 correspondents represent- 
ing 08 counties. 

It may be well to restate in this, 
the Hi st report of the year, the 
boundaries of the section into which 
the S{atc. for the sake of conven- 
ience and accuracy, is divided and 
the reasons for the separation. The 
irregular contour of the counties 
makes it impracticable t<> divide 
upon straight lines in an\ given 
course. Again, it is advi 
separate the -dark toba 
trict in the west part of the State 
from the Hurley district of the cen- 
tral and eastern portion. Like- 
wise it is desirable to separate the 
counties in the eastern and south- 
eastern portion, where the produc- 
tion of any crop rarely exceeds the 
home demand and where the per- 
centage of increase or decrease af- 
fects in a small measure only the 
actual production of the State, 
from the other sections producing a 
large surplus. To meet all these 
varied conditions the following di- 
visions appear to us as the best to 
be devised; 

The western section composes 39 
counties west ot an irregular line 
drawn from the eastern bouodary 
of Hardin county on the north tothe 
eastern boundary <>f Allen on the 
South, the intervening counties of 
Larue.

The condition of the wheat crop 
December 1st. the date of the last 
report, was 94, compared with av- 
erage years. As set out in that re- 
port there was a lengthy interval 
between the early sown and the 
late sow n wheat due to an unusual- 
ly wet October, wheat sowing be- 
ing suspended tor the greater por- 
tion of the month. The early sow n 
wheat attained a grow th that prom- 
ised to withstand any weather test 
to which it might be subjected. 
This promise has been realized, 
and at this date early wheat is gen- 
erally reported in excellent condi- 
tion. Late sow n wheat was barely 
above ground at the advent of win- 
ter, and the severe weather it has 
encountered, both in the early and 
latter parts of w inter, has left it in 
a condition that may 



ed during this time. In addi- 
to the loss and suffering ot live 
stock already noted the injury to 
fruit crop is far reaching. 
L-hes will not only be a failure 
this year, but the damage to trees 
is such that the crops for several 
years to come w ill be affected. The 
e is true of cherries and plums, 
with the possible exception of sour 
cherries. Pears, though injured in 
some extent, still promise a fair 
yield. Apples have escaped injury 
save the injury to trees from heavy 
sleet in some sections. 

Ot the small fruits raspberries 
have suffered most and will prob- 
ably be a failure. It is feared, too, 
that the injury extends to wild 
ickberries. Strawberries have 
aped injury

As a rule there was an ample cov- 
ering of snow during the extreme 
cold weather of February, but, 
falling as it did on the almost solid 
teheet of ice, the benign effect of 
the protection was in a measure 
lost. 

Answers to the question "Has 
wheat suffered from any cause dur- 
ing the winter? If so, state cause, - ' 
resulted in replies from 115 corres- 
pondents, of which number «>" state 
that wheat suffered from "freeze," 
and 18 say it has not been appre 
ciably damaged during the winter. 

Heavy rains, particularly in the 
■western section, is another source 
of no inconsiderable damage. 

The condition for the State as a 
whole, compared with average 
years, is 80, which is a loss of 14 
points since December 1st. For 
the three preceding years the con- 
dition on March 1st was as follows: 
18 l )8, 92; 18')7. 88; and 18%, 88. 



Corn. 

Estimate on the percentage of 

corn crop of 1898 still in farmers' 
hands give the amount at 42 per 
cent. On March 1st. 1898 the per 
cent, of crop of preceding year in 
hands of farmers was 44. 

Live Stock. 

The trying effects of the unusu- 
alty severe winter on live stock has 
to some extent been mitigated by 
the abundance of feed. Still, among 
young stock and stock unprovided 
with shelter, the loss has bt 
heavy and the suffering intense. 
The heaviest loss has been with 
lainl.s and young pig*. Some cor- 
respondents estimate the loss of 
Iamb* at 33 ' . per cent, of the crop. 
Recent experience should impress 
up;>n farmers the economy of pro- 
viding amply for stock during the 
months of bad weather. 

The condition of the various 
classes of live stock average* M 

follows: Horses, '»4; cattle. 90) 
sheep. 89, and hogs, 90. The con- 
ditions March 1st, 1898, were %.

Washington, March 13. -The 
\dministration has decided to take 
i census of the island of Cuba as 
aimplete and careful as that taken 
n the United States. A census is 
found necessary to determine who 
are citizens and qualified electors 
before an election is held to estab- 
lish a representative government. 

This census will not be taken 
through or by any organization 
claiming to be representatives of 
the Cuban people, but by the au- 
thority of the United States Gov- 
ernment. assisted by such civil of- 
ficers as may be necessary'to carry 
on the work. 

It may be stated in this connec- 
tion that the Government of the 
United States does nst and has not 
recognized any assembly, organi- 
zation, person or faction in Cuba as 
authorized to speak for the Cuban 
people. It has and will continue t 
deal with individuals and munici 
palit.es as it finds them. No gov 
ernment has been recognized and 
none will be until one has been con- 
stituted which is representative of 
the citizenship of the w hole of the 
island. 

The action of the Cuban Assem- 
bly has given the Government a1 
Washington no concern whatever. 
It is known that the $3,000,000 now 
on its way to Cuba will be accepta- 
ble to the soldiers of the Cuban 
army. It matters not whether Go- 
mez has been deposed or not, or 
whether he accepts his deposition. 
The (lovernmeut will deal with the 
individuals of the Cuban army and 
the money will be paid to the sol- 
diers by United States office

GLACIERS IN MONTANA. 



Wot Necessary to Go to Alaska to See 
Moving Ice Masses. 
For some years I have been inte 
est.d, says a writer in Science, i 
the geography of a small section . f 
tin RoCKJ mountains, which, until re- 
cently, «ras part of the Black feet res- 
ervation in northwestern Montana. 
This lection lies for the most part 
east of the continental divide and be- 
tween the international boundary on 
the north and the Great Northern 
railroad on the south. The portion of 
it which I know best is- included in 
the watershed of the St. Mary's river 
and it* tributaries. Jn 1891 I took 
to the head of the St Mary's river 
the first party that had ever visited it, 
so far as known, and in 1805 accom- 
panied to the same point thegovenv 
ment commission which afterward 
purchased from the Blackfeet Indi- 
ans the rough mountain land which 
formed the western portion of the 
ration of that tribe. Before- that 
I had made a sketch mop of the re- 
gion, which is the basis of all the 
map; of it that have been made or 
published. 

In 1807 I made a hasty trip to the 
head of the river and climbed Mount 
Jackson, the highest peak in>that re- 
gion. Last July (1898) I again wenl 
to the head of the river and climbed 
the Black foot mountain, another 
lofty peak, somewhat less accessible 
than Mount Jackeon. <>n both trips 
I was accompanied by my friend. .1 
B. Monroe. 

These la^t trips have enabled nic 
definitely to locate two points about 
whose relations I have never until 
now been quite certain. One is the 
Pumpelly glacier, discovered by Prof. 
Raphael Pumpelly, who 1 believe in 
1883, with a small party which in- 
cluded the late W. A. Stiles, crossed I 
from flic Flathead country to the 
p'ains by way of the Maria*, or, as lt 
j now called, the Cut Bank pass. 
This, great mass of ice, which is sr. n 
>y every traveler going through the 
Jut Bank pa--, rises to the height ol 
teveral hundred fert above the face 
of a lofty cliff, over which portion- of 
the glacier are constantly falling with 
tremendous reports, which are herd 
for a long distance. 

From the top of the Black foot 
mountain the whole country leading 
up to the Cut Bank pass can be seen, 
.ud immediately below it to the 
outheast lies the Pumpelly glacier, 
caddy identified, not only by its po- 
ition with relation to the" valley, but 
also by the peaks and rocks in its 
neighborhood. It thus appears that 
the Pumpelh glacier, a> 1 have long 
supposed was the ease, is part of th< 
southern flow of the great iee-oap 
which cover* almost the whole of the 
Blackfoot mountain. The Black foot 
lacier, which stretches away in a 
jrtheasterlv direction from the 
■ak of the Blackfoot mountain. 
lOQgh perhaps varying in extent 
mewhat with the season, was esti- 
ated lasl July to be six or seven 
ilea long, ana in some places Ke- 
n-en three and four miles wide, 
rom the peak of the Blackfoot 
ntain the ice field Hows also in 



krmwn between the head of 
river and Cut Bank puss 

Lying nearly to the south of Mount 
J in luon add betwei n it and the 
Blackfoot mountain is a deep basin, 
which is the head of Harrison creek, 
flowing down toward the Flathead 
lake. This basin, which I have called 
Pinebot's basin, is occupied by a large 
glacier, which ll fed !>v many smaller 
ones flowing down the steep side! at 
Mounts Jacks-oii. Kainah and Black- 
foot. What the extent of this gla- 
cier may be I do not know, but lying 
this deep basin and almost com- 
pletely surrounded by high moun- 
tains, 'the area of the moving ice must 
be considerable.

From the 
top of the Blackfoot mountain the 
l« vel shows Mount Jackson to be the 
high, -t of all these mountain?, Mount 
James the next, while Blackfoot is 
the third. But the ditferenees in 
height are slight. 

A few miles northwest of Mount 
Jackson ami lying on. the west side of 
i he range is a little basin named Ava- 
ianchi basin by L. B, Sporry, of 
Oberlin, O.. and on the mountain 
overlooking this, Mr. Sperrj tells us, 
arc exb nsive snowfields and a glacier. 
From the summit of Blackfoot moun- 
tain it appears that this avalanche 
basin lies nearly eouth of Mount 
Piegan of my map, and southwest of 
Mount Reynolds. I understand that 
Mr. Spern, who was, of course, un- 
aware that the mountain bad been 
earlier named, has called Mmint 
Reynolds MatterH&rn, from the dea- 
der— as seen from the fonthwesl*- 

Moimt Reynolds i.» in the coiitin! ntal 
divide, although mo-t of the recent 
maps » rongfully place it east of the 
divide. 

If the locations of the PitinpoHy 
glacier and of Avalanche basin, with 
iTgMd to definite and well-known 
points in the continental divide, are 
thus established, the matter is one of 
>onie interest to students of this sec- 
tion of the northern Rocky moun- 
tains, since hitherto, so far as I am 
aware, the relations oi the east and 
itrttjv 



A MUSICAL PRODIGY. 

Small Boy of Six Who Does Wooden, on 
the Piaoo. 

There is a remarkable boy pianist 
in Trenton, N. J. He it Charles U. 
Chapman, six years old, who can play 
all kinds of music on the piano by 
note, reading the music fluently, al 
though not able to read anything 
else or write. 

His precociousnetc was discovered 
when he was about three years old, 
by his ability to repeat tunes heard on 
the streets played on the hand org 
These he would thump out with 
hand on the piano with a piece of 
bread and butter in the other. He 
was repeatedly driven away from the 
piano, because he invariably left 
a part of his lunch on the keys. It 
was impossible for him to keep away 
from either bread and butter or from 
the piano.

"The picking is done by n 
who live in huts at intervals 
the grove.

We get 
from eight to ten dollars a thousand, 
and at the present price of labor there 
is scarcely any profit The laborques- 
tion, in fact, is the great drawback to 
cocoanut culture in the colony. The 
population is only 30,000 all told, and 
it is next to impossible to secure a snif- 
ncient number of hands to care for a 
cocalo of large dimensions. In that 
genial climate it is so easy for a lazy 
. man to live that money lias practical 
ly no value to him. Nature f urn ishe 
all the necessaries of life, and he cai 
simply lie down in hit shack and dap

I care. Not one-one-hundredth part of 
I the land is under cultivation, and wi t h 

* energetic labor and modern' methods 
the initial cost could be enormously 
reduced, so as to make the business 
very profitable. Central America is 
undoubtedly the garden spot of the 
earth, and its development is only a 
question of good government.

During the last few years the sacri- 
fice of life, due alone to ships leaving 
this port for the far cast and never 
afterward being heard from, has been 
abnormal. Two such cases have re- 
cently occurred. On May 3, 1897, the 
British hark Craigend left here for 
Hiogo, Japan, laden with cas-e-oil and 
having a crew of 32 men. She has 
not heeen heard from since. Last 
March the British bark David \lui gan 
left here for Nagasaki, and has- mys- 
teriously disappeared with hex entire 
of liv.ijatils.
